Flood Waters Buffalo 
Bayou Receding After 


Doing Great Damage 


HOUSTON, Dec. Q.-f-VP)—Floodwaters 
of the norm- 


ally sluggist Buffalo bayou receded slowly today, leav- 
ng in their wake one known death, several 
reported 


drownings and property damage estimated at more than 
P2.000.000. 
The stream, which empties into the Houston ship 


Channel, went on a rampage late Saturday after tor- 
rential rains had fallen in northern Harris county, of 
which Houston is the county seat. 


The flooded bayou inundated 100 blocks of Houston, 


including a large area of the downtown section. 


So far, only one death in the swirling torrent had 


been confirmed- but there were reports of several others 
whose lives ware feared to have been lost. 


The known victim was a Bay City man, Arnold Ho- 


lub, 26, who fell into the West Bernard river while try- 
ing to walk the railing of a 'submerged bridge. 


A railway clerk, Raymond' Wil-* 


kins, told of selng tho body of a' 
white man floating down the bay- 
ou while he and another man 
were cruising in a motor boat 
near the foot of Main. 
Wilklns 
endeavored to recover the body 
but the current carried it away. 
Another report of disaster came 


from Gladys Wade, negress, who 
said she saw two negro men and 
two or three negro children whose 
boat capsized during an attempted 
rescue. 
After the boat overturn- 


ed in the swift current, she said, 
the occupants disappeared. 
Meanwhile, the lowering water 


enabled building owners to gain 
an idea of damage caused by the 
flood—the worst to hit Houston in 
25 years. 
The city market was 
under water, lower floors of many

streets over a vast area were run- 
ning torrents.

Building Collapses. 
T. B. Dixon of the Dixon Pack- 
ing Company said the three-story 
brick building occupied by the B.

year 1937," Admiral Nagano said. 
"Such a new treaty, in the view 
of

government, 
should be based upon the funda- 
mental Idea of setting up, among 
the (treat powers of the world, a 
common limit of naval arma- 
ments to be fixed as low as pos 
sible, which they shall not be al- 
lowed to exceed; simultaneously, 
offensive forces must be drasti- 
cally reduced and ample defensive 
forces provided, so as to bring 
about a stlfestantial measure of 
disarmament, thus

gression among the powers." 
Climaxed Tear of Effort. 
The opening of the conference 
climaxed a year of British diplo- 
matic efforts to mend the wreck- 
age of last year's futile conversa- 
tions to discover a formula for an 
agreement to replace the Washing- 
ton and London limitations treat- 
ies expiring .with.

Despite the strenuous explora- 
ations, the preliminary exchanges 
of the last few days and the con- 
ciliatory tones of the opening ad- 
dresses, the outlook for confer- 
ence success still was dark.

M'NARY ANNOUNCES 
THREE-POINT FARM 
BILL BE SPONSORED

WASHINGTON, D(!c. 
6.—(IP)— 
Senator McNary of Oregon, re- 
publican leader In the senate, an- 
nounced today he would, introduce 
on the opening day of congress 


three-point farm, relief bill as 
a basis for a "natural transition 
from tha AAA to a long-time pro- 
gram." 


Whether this will be the plan 
ultimately pushed by the repub- 
lican party to vie with the dem- 
ocratic AAA for votes in 1936 
remains to be seen. 
But -McNary hopes it will be at 


least a starter for consideration 
by congress in event the supreme 
court invalidates the agricultural 
adjustment act. Then, both par- 
ties will be looking for a sub- 
stitute and McNeary wants to be 
prepared. 


Unlike the AAA which sets crop 


limits for farmers 
involved in 


control programs and gives them 
cash for taking land out of pro- 
duction, the McNary bill seeks 
Indirectly to control surpluses by 
the optional application of either 
the equalization fee, export deben- 
ture or domestic allotment plans. 


McNary realizes this is nothing 


new, but he feels "there is a 
lot of good in the old. tiill yet." 


It is the same proposal he put 


forward in 1932. The plan, sup- 
porters say, aims to segregate the 
surplus for export, assist in mak- 
ing the tariff effective on crops, 
control 
surpluses by ' penalizing 


overproduction and stimulate cor 
operative marketing. 
Under the 
equalization 
fee 


plan, the government would 'take 
charge of surpluses, which would 
be sold abroad at the best fig- 
ures obtainable. The idea would 
be to raise domestic prices of the 
crops by removing surpluses. 


Would Be Assessed a Fee. 
Farmers would be assessed a 


fee to make up for losses and 
charges incurred in sales abroad. 


The .government would aim to 
discourage 
any 
over-production 


by an automatic step-up in the 
fee.The export debenture Involves 
a federal appropriation or bounty. 
Exporters or surpluses would re- 
ceive treasury certificates amount- 
Ing to one-half the tariff on the 
similar Imported product. Other 
debenture rates would be estab- 
lished for committees on the free 
list, such as raw cotton. 
Under the domestic 
allotment 


plan, all handlers of farm prod- 
ucts would be licensed. It seeks 
to force' domestic prices up by 
requiring handlers 
to 
purchase 
that portion of crop 
necessary 


for domestic use at a price not 
less than the average cost of pro- 
duction for the 
year.

yesterday while walking 
along a road near Clayton.

Malley gang, was still at large. 
Posse Shoots Two. 


Heady and Gilmore were shot 
by a posse headed by Allen Stan- 
field, deputy U. S. marshall from 
Ada and Sheriff Tom Jordan of 
Muskogee. 
Constable Clarence 
Boatwrlght 


of Hartshorne, one of the posse 
members, said he was "certain" 
Short was dead. 


"He was sick, I think 
from 


pneumonia, yesterday. 
The oth- 


ers- took him to a cabin. It burn- 
ed down. Short was badly burned 
before they could get him out." 


Boatwright pointed out all com-
